All  seedlings, 
whether  one  year  or  two  years  of  age,  are  specified 
as  “S”.  Our  pot  grown  shrubs  are  grown  one  full  year 
in  the  frames  out  doors  or  are  wintered  over  in  a 
cool  greenhouse.  Our  plants  are  of  good  size  but  not 
thin  from  over  fertilization.  They  give  excellent  stands 
in  the  field  and  make  new  friends  for  us  and  keep 
the  old  ones.
